Proposition 13: Basic Des¬ 
cription 

Proposition 13 has lour 
basic objectives: (1) a prop¬ 
erty tax revenue limit; (2) 
an assessment freeze; (3) a 
new legislative two-thirds 
vote requirement for state 
tax increases; and (4) a new 
two-thirds vote requirement 
for increases in local taxes. 
Proposition 13 would take ef¬ 
fect on 3uly 1, 1978, with the 
exception at the two-thinh- 
vote requirement for raising 
state taxes, which would be 
effective on passage. 

1. The Limit. Beginning 
with the 1978-79 fiscal year, 
Proposition 13 would limit 
the amount of property taxes 
that could be collected from 
an owner of ocunty as-sessed 
real property to one per 
cent of the property's full 
cash value. Proposition 13 
does not mention county as- 
.'essed personal prop erty 
(such as business Inven- 
tones), or state assessed 
property (such as public 
utilities), but the Office of 
the Legislative Coun.sei ad- 
vl.ses that the one per cent 
limit would apply to all 
types of taxable property. 

Proposition 13 does not 
permit local voters to raise 
the one per cent limit; that 
would require a new consti¬ 
tutional amendment. The 
limit could be exceeded only 
to repay bonded debt ap¬ 
proved bv the voters before 
July 1. 1978. The limit could 
not be exceeded to repay 
bonded debt approved by the 
voters on or after July 1, 
1978. 

The reduced propertj’ tax 
revenues which could bo 
raised under the one per cent 
limit would be collected by 
the counties and then distri¬ 
buted "according to law to 
the districts within the coun¬ 
ties.” 

At present there is no 
state law which would pro¬ 


vide for the distribution of 
these revenues. Therefore it 
is Impossible to determine 
how the substantial reduc¬ 
tions in prx^rty tax reve- 
.nues would be distributed 
among dtics, counties, 
schools and special districts. 

Pre^wsition 13 refers only 
to the dlstributiofn of prop¬ 
erty tax revenues to "dis¬ 
tricts within the caurvtles." It 
does not say whether dties 
and counties (which tech¬ 
nically arc not “districts") 
could share kn these reve¬ 
nues. However, the legisla¬ 
tive counsel advises that un¬ 
less the ballot arguments by 
the proponents of Proposi¬ 
tion 13 make It clear that 
counties and dties are not to 
receive property taxes, they 
could continue to receive 
some portion of these reve¬ 
nues. 

2. The Freeze. Initially, 
Proposition 13 would roll 
back the currant assessed 
values of real property to 
t)ie values shown on the 
1975-76 assessme n t roll. 
County a.ssessors could ad¬ 
just the values shown cm the 
1975-76 assessment roll if 
these values were lower than 
the estimated market value 
as of March 1, 1975. The ad¬ 
justed values could then be 
increased by no more than 
two per cent per year as long 
a.s the same taxpayer con¬ 
tinued to own the property. 
For property which cha,nges 
ownership, is sold or is new¬ 
ly constructed after March 1, 
1975, the assessed value 
would be set at the appraised 
(or market) value at the 
time of transfer, sale or con - 
structlon. As a result, two 
identical properties with the 
same market value could 
have different assessed val¬ 
ues for tax purposes if one 
of them has been sold since 
March 1. 1975. 

Because of the rollback of 
assessed values to 1975-76,

Can you remember that 
politician who promised us 
“chicken every Sund a y ?” 
Only plush restaurants and 
homes of the wealthy were 
getting chicken In those 
days, raised mostly in back 
yards. 

And they were scrawiny 
birds . . . took six months 
before they were big enough 
to eat. 

Now it’s different. Chic¬ 
ken is one of owr staple 
foods and everyone can af¬ 
ford chickeix Three billion 
broilers a year raised In the 
U.S. 

The modem poultry in¬ 
dustry came largely through 
the needling of a grocery 
man by the name of Howard 
Pierce, A & P Stores. He told 
poultry scientists to get off 
their “duff" and breed a new 
chicken. Pierce also gave it a 
.name . . . called the new 
bird, ‘‘Chicken-of-Tomorrow.’’ 

This new bird must have 
broader breasts, th i c k e r 
drumsticks, flat ter and 
broader backs, unblemished 
skin, no pin feathers. There 
was one difference about this 
contest. Gutting production 
costs . . . that was the ob¬ 
jective. It took some time but 
the results were fantastic. 

Now the time needed to 
feed out a four pound chic¬ 
ken is nine weeks. And it 
lakes two pounds of feed for 
a pound of chicken . . . four 
pounds were needed In the 
years past. 

Of course some of the 
credit mcist go to the feed¬ 
ing industry. They developed 
high energy feeds with bal¬ 
anced protein. Computers 
have takem over selection of 
the Ingredients for most ef¬ 
ficient growth. 

Other scientist working on 
vitamins came up with fac¬ 
tors for healthy growth in- 
cludlng vitamin B 12. Good 
birds plus balanced feed 
means cheaper price for you 
In the supermarket.

Prop. 13 vs. Prop. 8/SB 1 

At the J-une 6 statewide election, California voters 
presumably will choose between two approaches to prop¬ 
erty tax relief — Proposition 8 ajid Proposition 13. The 
Issue before the voters and the way in which they resolve 
it makes thjs one of the most important elections In re¬ 
cent California history. 

Proposition 8, through Senate Bill 1, offers home- 
owners immediate property tax cuts of 30 per cent, and 
more than doubles current levels of relief for renters. 

It also contains revenue limits that will provide on¬ 
going relief to all taxpayers in the magnitude of $1 bil¬ 
lion annually by the mid-1980's. The revenue limits in 
Proposition 8 require a larger reduction in tax rates 
for owner-occupied houses when the increase in home 
assessments is greater than for other property. 

While local governments would sustain a significant 
cut in property tax revemies, they could, with tighter 
budgeting, continue to funcion and continue to provide 
essential services. The complete implementation of Propo¬ 
sition 8 is specified in Us companion statute, SB 1, signed 
by Governor Brown on March 3. 

Proposition 13 gives all property taxpayers — home- 
owners. business, an<i agriculture — an approximate 50 
per cent cut In property taxes, and would hold assessment 
to two per cent growth per year. Renters are offered no 
direct relief, but would probably receive some relief as 
a function of rental market competition. 

Proposition 13, the so-called Jarvis/Gann proposal, 
is a product of the InltiaUve process. The proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment received about twice the rvumber 
of petition slgnaures necessary to qualify it for the state¬ 
wide ballot. 

Popular support for the proposal has been generated 
by the enormous increases In homeowner property taxes 
in recent years and the continued Inability of the Legis¬ 
lature to enact a property tax relief program despite a 
growing General Fund surplus. The prevailing public 
attitude on the porperty tax issue Is, seconding to var¬ 
ious public opinion polls, a mixture of fnustration, anger, 
and lack of confidence in the possibility of viability of 
a legislative solution. 

Regardless of Proposition 13*s fate at the polls, it 
has already bad an important impact; it undoubtedly 
spurred the Legislature to act and it undoubtedly in¬ 
fluenced the design of the final legislative product which 
returns the General Fund surplus over the next four yeors 
to the taxpayers who, by and large, contributed to it in 
the first place. 

Beyond its basic provisions Proposition 13 does not 
pre-sent a plan for government program cuts or for re¬ 
placement revenues which would balance out the $7 
billion property tax cut it would require. Despite this 
(or perhaps because of this) the proposition has a basic 
appeal that may carry it to success on June 6.

not affect any part of the rest otf the country, although 
a nuirrber of other states have expressed interest in it 
Perhaps he does not know that amendment proposals are 
non-partisan and the California Constitution provides that 
the people may propose the kind of government they 
wish to live under. 

When asked by the press why he sent the letter 
out, former Governor Brown said he Intended to release 
the letter himself later, and that he stands by every 
word in the letter. So be it. It is good for the people 
to know who their enemies are.

Q. —• I have read that one 
of the reasons why stocks 
are a good buy now is be¬ 
cause the price - earning 
ratios are about as low as 
they have ever been. Would 
you explain why this makes 
It a good time to buy stocks? 

A. — The price-earnings 
ratio of a stock is the figure 
you get when you divide the 
price of a stock by the 
amount that it has earned 
per share in the last year. 
For instance, recently Gen¬ 
eral Motors was selling for 
$59 a share; in the past year 
earned $11.62. That gives a 
price-eamings ratio of 5. In 
some of the past five years. 
General Motors has sold as 
high as 8-14 times earnings. 
The lower the price-earnings 
ratio of a stock is, the more 
value you get for your 
money. 

When stocks are selling at 
a low prioe-eamings ratio, 
the risk of further down¬ 
ward movement is usually 
not very great: and if it does 
occur, it is likely to be of 
short duration. As we look 
at the record, most corpora¬ 
tions in the last ten years 
have been increasing their 
sales and earnings per share 
very nicely, but the price- 
earnings ratios at which 
their stocks arc selling has 
come down from the 14-15 
ra 4 nge to the 6-8 range. This 
means that even thou g h 
many corporations have done 
well, the price of their stock

has declined. 

In the years ahead, there 
is the prospect that price- 
earnings ratios will not go 
dowm further. Thus, when a 
company increases its earn¬ 
ings and today’s low price- 
ear,nings ratio is appli^ to 
those higher earnings, the 
price of the stock is likely 
to go up. Thus, if earnings 
continue their historical up¬ 
ward trend and if we are 
correct price-eamings ratios 
have ceased declining, we 
should see stock prices tend 
.upwards along with earnings 
growth. This will be a re¬ 
versal of the trend of recent 
years. This Is a very basic- 
fact in. the stock market and 
one which should give inves¬ 
tors confidence that buying 
sound growing companies to¬ 
day is likely to be a profit¬ 
able experience. 

One day in the future, as 
confidence In stocks is grad¬ 
ually restored, price - earn¬ 
ings ratios will start to rise 
again. Then, the person who 
has bought gro\^ng earn¬ 
ings per share at today’s low 
ratios will have an increase 
in price both from the grow¬ 
ing earnings and from the 
multiplcation of those earn¬ 
ings by a higher figure.

Q. — I never .understood 
why anybody would loan 
their stock to cover short 
sales. Do they get any money 
for this? Are brokers al¬ 
lowed to use the stock that 
is held by them in street 
names for this purpose? 

A. — ’The stock that is 
lent for short sales comes 
mostly from two places; 
margin accounts and securi¬ 
ties owned by the brokerage 
firm. When you sign, a mar¬ 
gin account, you will .note in 
the fine print that there is a 
provision where you agree 
that the stock pledged in the 
mai^in acxount can be 
loaned. This means that the 
Individual wnoso stock is 
lent for a short sale has 
agreed that his stock can be 


lent. He may not be told by 
his broker that the stexjk has 
been lent and he does not re¬ 
ceive any compensation for 
its use. 

The stock that is just held 
in street name by the broker 
would not ordinarily be lent 
for short sales. 

If the stock sold short is 
an unlisted stcx?k, it is likely 
to bo borrowed from your 
own or another broker’s 
holding of the security. 

Q. — I have a friend who 
is putting a lot of money in 
stocks because he says that 
stock.s always sell at highs 
in Presidential Ele c t i o n 
years; and if he buys now, 
he will be able to .sell at 
much better prices two years 
from now. 

A. — 'There is much evi¬ 
dence- to support the belief 
of your friend. In fact, there 
is further evidence to sug¬ 
gest that this particular year 
is a very good time to buy, 
since going back to the for¬ 
ties, the records shew that 
the Congressional Election 
years are ones of low prices 
and the Presidential years 
are times of high prices. 

’The theory is that the 
party in power does every¬ 
thing it can (Including shcxrt- 
ing our .national debt to new 
bigh.s) to cn-e.ate booming 
eccxnomlc conditions — and 
the consequent strong stock 
prices — duriivg the period 
of the Presidential ampaign 
and election. Then In the fol- | 
lowing two years, the hard 
steps are taken to reAjce in.- 
flation and get the ecx-iuomy 
back i.nto position to put on 
another burst of energy fo-r 
the- next Presidential Elec¬ 
tion. 

The consumer confidence 
Index compiled by the Uni¬ 
versity of. Michigan also 
shows highs in Presidential 
years and lows in Congres¬ 
sional years for a lor>g per¬ 
iod of time.

Proposition 13 would ^luth- 
orize cities, counties, special 
districts and school districts 
to impose lUnspeified “spe¬ 
cial” taxes only if they re¬ 
ceive approval by two-thirds 
of the “qualified electors.” 
Based on the California Elec¬ 
tions Code, a “qualiifed elec¬ 
tor” .appears to be an Ameri¬ 
can citizen 18 years of age 
who has resided in the vot¬ 
ing district 29 days. 

Any “special” taxes so 
authorized cou Id not be 
based on the value or sale of 
real property. The legislative 
counsel advises that provi¬ 
sions in the existing consti¬ 
tution would prohibit general 
law cities, counties, school 
districts from imp)osiing new 
"special” taxes N^thout spe¬ 
cific approval by the Legisla¬ 
ture. Such restrictions would 
limit the ability of these lo¬ 
cal governments, even with 
local voter approval, to re¬ 
place property tax losses re¬ 
sulting from the adoption of 
Propc«ition 13. However, in¬ 
creases in rates of existing 
non-property taxes which lo¬ 
cal governments are now 
authorized to levy would not 
appear to be prohibited un¬ 
der Proposition 13. 
PROPOSITION 13 IMPACT 
ON TAXPAYERS

vary, a house assessed at 
$52,500 in 1978-79 cguld re¬ 
ceive a property tax reduc¬ 
tion of $745 (Assembly Rev'e- 
nue and Taxation Committee 
estimate, based on a rollback 
to a 1975 value of $45,000 
and an average statewide 
tax rate of $10.73). There¬ 
after, property tax increases 
on that property could not 
exceed two per ^nt per year, 
unless the home is sold, or 
ownership changes. 

However, a significant por¬ 
tion of this reaction would 
automatically go for higher 
state and federal Income 
taxes due to loss of property 
tax deductibility. For exam¬ 
ple, at an adjusted gross in¬ 
come of $25,000 (family of 
four, with a property tax re¬ 
duction of $745), federal in¬ 
come tax would increase ap¬ 
proximately $210, and state 
income tax would increase 
approximately $45. At this 
ix)lnt the next tax savings as 
a result of Proposition 13 
would be $490. 

There could also be state 
and local government re¬ 
sponses to Proposition 13 
which could reduce — or to¬ 
tally offset — the savings in 
homeowner property taxes. 
The net pocketbook effect of 
Proposition 13 on homeown¬ 
ers in general is impossible 
to estimate because it de¬ 
pends on (1) how much cur¬ 
rent property tax revenue 
would need to be replaced 
after services were cut, and 
(2) the availability and ap¬ 
propriateness of alre a d y 
authorized non - prop e r t y 
taxes which might be in- 


crea.sed by state and local 
governments. Net ef fe c t s 
would vary geographically 
and would also depend on 
the size of present household 
property tax burden. Despite 
the variables it should be 
noted that family budgets 
could be subject, under Pro¬ 
position 13, to: 

— New or higher user fees 
and charges for water, sew¬ 
age, garbage, libraries, rec¬ 
reation, and other public 
services in areas where these 
services are siow partially or 
totally subsidized by property 
taxes. 

— Increases in insurance 
premiiuns in areas where 
budget outbacks are ineces- 
sary in fire aird police pro¬ 
tection, and for water stand¬ 
by charges and street light¬ 
ing. 

— Higher family transpor¬ 
tation co.sts due to increases 
in motor vehicle in - lieu 
taxes, fuel taxes, and transit 
system fares, in addition to 
the direct family costs of rx*- 
placlng the present schrxrl 
bus system. 

— Higher household ener¬ 
gy and telephone service 
costs through new or higher 
utility rates which would 
come as a result of utility 
company pass-ons of any 
higher taxes levied on those 
compandes by the Legisla¬ 
ture and approved by the 
Public Utilities Commission. 

— Higher costs of con¬ 
sumer goods and services 
due to the pass-on of any 
new business taxes enacted 
by the Legislature.
